HE IS NOT WANTED. 


MIKE COLEMAN NOT BELIEVED TO BE EX- 
MAYOR BOWMAN’S MURDERER. 


The Man New Held by the Chicago Pelice 
Was One of the Men Who Robbed the 
City Clerk’s Office. But Was Never Ac- 
cused of the Graver Crime of Hilling 
the Ex-Mayor—East Side News. 


The report contained in the press dis- 
patches to the effect that tne murderer of 
Mayor John B. Bowman had been captured in 
Chicago has not created much of a stir in 
East St. Louis. Mgke Coleman, the man 
arrested, will be iong remembered by 
the people of the city as one of the principals 
in the robbery of the safe in the City Treas- 
urer’s office, but no one believes that he had 
anything to do with the Bowman murder. 
The robbery occurred in May, 1885, 
and the murder was committed Noy. 20 in the 
same year. There is no doubt that Coleman, 
who was known in this section as George 
Clarke, was concérned in the robbery as, after 
being arrested, he confessed and turned 
State’s evidence, thereby escapinga term in 
the penitentiary, but his name was notcon- 
nected with the terrible crime that followed 
upon the heels of the less heinous offense 
comunitted by him. 

Several prominent officials East 
St. Lauis, who are well 
acquainted with the history of both crimes, 
among them Mayor M. M. Stephens, Chief of 
Police Walsh and City Auditor Kirk, were seen 
to-day by a POsT- DISPATCH reporter and ques- 
tioned concerning the Chicago report. The 
Mayor said the report was without founda- 
tion. ‘‘Il was recently informed,’’ he said, 
*‘*that Coleman or Ciark had beed sentenced 
to a long term in the California Penitentiary, 
and though the Chicago autborities 
may have him in custody I can hardly 


understand how he gottothat city unless he 
has escaped from the California prison. But 
be that as it may, the man tis probably not the 
Bowman muraerer, and was never accused 
of the crime. He was implica- 
ted in the safe robbery certainly, 
but there is not even a suspicion that he 
killea ex-Mayor Bowman.’’ 

Auditor kirk said about the same in regard 
to Coleman’s complicity in the robb- 
ery and his reported connection 
with the murder, and Chief Walsh 
corroborated the Mayor’s statement concern- 
ing the prisoners California sentence. The 
Caiifornia officers may want the man, but he 
is not wanted in East st. Louis.

This is a practical and unfailing test of the 
effects of the tariff bill, not formed by any 
theory or any supposition, but in the clearest 
manner possible it shows the effect which the 
bill has on business. The prices are 
raised, some more and s0me iess, 
but all to a certain extent. Even 
the domestic manufacturers, who cannot 
plead an increased tariff, have, some of them, 
raised the price of their product 5 or 10 per 
cent, That this will become general is not 
doubted by practical business men, as it 
must be the ultimate result ot 
increased priies on competing grades.

In speaking of 
the discrimination by this act against the 
workingman, it reminds me of the answer 
Mr. Voorhees made when I appeared before 
the Finance Committee with other importers: 
‘‘The amount of it is a fellow has no business 
to be poor,’’ and the framers of the act have 
held that theory all the way through, that the 

oor man had no irights which they were 
bound to respect. 
As amatter of comparison, take textile 
fabrics‘used for men’s and women’s wear, 
ana we will find cotton corduroy, which at 
present pays aduty of 35 per cent, will under 
the new bill be compeiled to pay a duty of 
over 75 per cent. Cotton is free tn this coun- 
try, and the American manfacturer has a cer- 
tain amount of protection in the expense to 
the foreigh manufaaturer, of shipping the 
raw cotton to England,. and the goods 
back to this country. Privious 
McKinley regime, the duty of 
cent was thought sufficiently high protection, 
‘but some one who doubtiess had the ‘‘fat 
fried out of him,’’ and wished to get even, 
insisted upon the duty being raised to 75 per 
cent. Now, what is the effect of tnis to the 
workingman? It means that.a pair of corda- 
roy trousers which he buys to-day at $2 will 
cost him under the new bill $2. 50. 

Compare the rates on the fine caseimeres 
worn by the well-to-do classes and wg¢ find 
that the rates have been increased only frum 
49 per cent to 60 per cent. 

The saleswoman or the mechanic’s wife who 
cannot afford a sealskin sacque has purchased 
heretofore a silk plush which closely imitates 
the real seal. This article has heretofore paid 
a duty of 50 per cent, which the new bill more 
than doubies, and the effectto the woman is 
that, instead of paying $16 for a silk-plush 
jacket, she will have to pay $22; but of course 
$6 more in a garment to the woman earning $8 
or $10 a week is ‘‘no object.’’ 

The working-gir! earning $6 or $7 a week 
pays $2 to day for an Astrakhan cape which 
under the new bill will cost her $8. 

The workingman can to-day buy a suit of 
worsted for $10 which under the new bill will 
cost him $13, the rate of dutyon these goods 
being raised from 80to 110 per cent, whereas 
the fine cloth worn by the wealthy, which at 
present pays 50 per cent, ié raised to 60 per cent. 
Of course the workingman will ‘‘gladly’’ pay 

this §3 extra for his clothes so that the 
millionaires can make more millions. His 
wages, of course, won't be increased any, but 
still he will doubtiess be willing to ‘‘chip in’’ 
a day and a balf’s labor for nothing to pay the 
increased cost of clothes, so that some philan- 
thropist can make a present of a library toa 
Scotch town. 

Now we come to the cotton velvet, on which 
the rates are increased 100 per cent, or from 
40 per cent to 80 percent. This cotton velvet 
is used by the mechanic’s or farmer’s wife to 
trim ber hat or her dress, as she cannot afford 
silk, while the silk velvet that the wealthy 
classes use remains at the present rate—50 per 
cent.

No Panic Feared, but a General Depression 
« That Will Continue for Some Time Pre- 
dicted—Monmey Higher and Securities 
Lower Than en Saturday—Causes of tho 
Depression. 


New YORK, Oct. 6.—The stock market 
opened low, and the prices fell to an even 
lower figure than those of Saturday. There 
was nothing like a panic, but the amount of 
stock for sale was very large, and whenever 
an attempt was made to raise the quotations 
holders would feed out their stock untila 
break occurred. The principal sufferers 
were the railroad stocks, both Eastern and 
Western, and the amount on the market 
seemed to be practically unlimited at any- 
thing like fair prices. 

MONEY ADVANCES. e 

The rates for money were somewhat higher, 
and this had the effect of aiding the decline. 
Among brokers little expectation of a better 
condition of affairs is felt, as the reasons for 
the decline are not believed to be easily re- 
movable. The depressed state of the 
market is considered to be due to 
the recent condition of money, and the de- 
cline that took place at that time. A great 
many of those who now hold stocks bought 
them duriag the financial stringency with the 
expectation that when this was relieved 
a sharp advance would take place.

Owing tothe comparative easiness of the 
money market, it is not considered Iikely 
that sales will be forced, or that any disas- 
trous decline will take place, but from 
the amount of stock in the hands 
of those desiring to sell, the predictions 
are thatthe market will be low for a long 
time ito come. There are no signs of any 
business from outside the city, aud the out- 
look is by no Means an encouraging one.

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THE American Wool Reporter reprints 
from Carpets, Wall Paper .and Curtains, 
another trade journal, the statement that 
the carpetmakers of Philadelphia, repre- 
senting two-thirds of all the carpet looms 
in the Union, have signed an agreement 
to shut down 40 per cent of their looms 
and to keep them securely locked and 
sealed for one year from Nov.1. Each 
signer is under bonds to pay a heavy pen- 
alty for violating the agreement, and the 
reason given for it is that the increased 
price of raw material under the McKinley 
tariff will raise the price of carpets so as 
to curtail the demand for them at least 40 
percent. Instead of affording increased 
employment and wages to carpet weav- 
ers, the new bill throws 40 per cent of 
them out of employment. The stock on 
hand will be correspondingly advanced in 
price, with great profit to the holders, but 
the laborer who made those carpets will 
not share in this profit.

The growing certainty that higher rates of 
duty would prevail has strengthened prices 
of all dry goods which will be affected by the 
new tariff, Prices are now about 10 per cent 
higher than in August on all spot goods in 
which wool plays a prominent part as a rew 
material; linens and knit fabrics have im- 
proved inthe sameratio. This improvement 
has been gradual, but not the less certain, 
and will give a handsome extra prodgt to many 
firms. It does not, however, represent the 
whole difference between present and future 
duties, holders of goods having wisely adopt- 
ed the course of keeping the trade supplied by 
making the advances gradual. No artificial 
scarcity need therefore be feared.

AN ARKANSAS MYSTERY, 


The Skeleten of a Murdered Man Found 
Near Delaplaine by a Hunter. 


PEACH O RCHARD, Ark., Oct. 6.—Saturday 
Mt‘. ;:Hochstedier, while hunting near Dela- 
plaine, Ark., found about one hundred feet 
from the track of the st. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern Railway a skeleton of a man that, 
from all appearances, had been murdered and 
robbed. The bones were scattered for fifty 
feet by the hogs and buzzards. There were 


still some particles of flesn on the backbone, 
but the others were stripped clean of ail 
fiesh. The deceased wasa white man, about 
25 years old, had medium brown hair and was 
about 5 teet 10 inehes high. Near 
the bones were found a pair of 
black and white pants, a new 
corkscrew coat and vest, the poekots und 
sieeves of which wéereturned inside out, a 
black silk shirt that appeared to bave been 
torn from thé body. A slort distance from 
these was aleo found a knit undershirt and a 
air of drawers with the thigh and lower 
unes of the lezgsin them. Further on was 
found, near the skull, a hatdkerehief with 
hair adhering, which is supposed to have been 
wrapped around the victin’s bead. When the 
piéces of theekull were joined a hole about 
the size of asilver haif dime was disclosed 
near the left base of the skull and must have 
been done by a bullietora small iron rod. 
Nothing could be found about the remains 
would give the least clew 
identification of the man. The

When he had regained con- 
eciousness Dickson assisted his daughter, 
who was very weak from loss of biood, to 
a  woodlan wear by, where they 
remained until found bya party of hynters 
last Saturday. Yesterday they were taken to 
Belleville and received proper medical atten- 
tion. The woman’s throat was cut from ear 
to ear; her father’s deeply, but not danger- 
ously.

FIVE HUNDRFD MORE ELECTRIC LIGHTS 
FOR SUBURBAN STREEJS. 


Receipts of the Water Rates Office 814,000 
Ahead of Last Year—Progress of the New 

, Thirteenth Street Sewer—Sergt. McGrew 
maa Seciety Man—City Hall Matters. 


Thé suburban streets of St, Louis will soon 
be as welllighted as those in the business 
portion ofthecity. Fourteen new lamps are 
to be put up on Page ayenue between Vande- 
venter and Union avenues, six new ones on 
Easton avenue (St. Charles rock road), be- 
tween Union avenue and the city limits, and 
the electric light system on the Old Man- 
chester road is to be extended from King’s 
highway to Benton, a light being placed 
atalmost every street crossing and a few 
extra ones between streats where the latter 
aré too wide apart. All of the lamps have 
been ordered and some are already up, but 
the lights thav= not been turned on 
yet. Several new lampa are also to 
be placed on the Old Manchester 
road, between Tower Grove Station and 
King’s highway. The new Manchester road 
is to receive a number of additional lights, as 
is also King’s highway, 0 @étween the Old 
Manchester road and the Natural Bridge road. 
Claggett avenue is to huve several new lamps, 
and Clifton Heights wiil not be forgotten. 
Nor is this all. Nearly eyery suburban 
street will share in the general diffusion of 
new light. Atthe last meeting of the Boara 
of Public Improvements nine new lamps were 
ordered for Forest Park, as bas already been 
published by the PostT-DIsPaTcn, and wheo 
they are lighted, the entire Eastern palf 
of the park, or at least all 
of the principal drives in that 


half of the park will be as well lighted ag any 
portion of the city was under the old lamp- 
post system. Inspector O'Reilly says that 300 
new iamps have veen ordered that are not 
yet up, and that an appropriation for. 200 
more will be asked for soon. He expects the 
new lamps recently ordered to be up and 
lighted in a few weeks.

Eix-Fisheries Commissioner eon the 


Behring Sea Dispute. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—‘‘The good feeling that 
exists between Englandand America is being 
jeopardized by a misapprehension of the 
Behring Sea dispute,’’ said Joseph Chamber- 
lain, M. P., to a reporter yesterday. Mr. 
Chamberlain and his father-in-law, ex-Secre- 
tary of War Endicott, arrived intown from 
Salem, Mass., yesterday and are now stopping 
at the Brevoort House, Both gentlemen will 
return to Massachusetts in a few days. 

‘*Though my first visitto this country was 
as one of the fixheries commissioners,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Chamberlain, ‘‘I have no official 
position now in the matter. Still, I desire to 
preserve the good feeling that exists between 
the two couatries. The question has two 
phases. In the first place itis claimed by the 
United States that the seal fishing by British 
or foreign vessels in the Behring Sea is ruin- 
ing the industry, and that ifit continues, the 
seals would become extinct, 
not only to the interest of the 
States, but of Great Britain and 


ail civilized countries to prevent such a con- 
tingency and accordingly Lord Salisbury has 
proposed a temporary agreement to last for 
two years, by which the fishing shall be pro- 
hibited within ten miles of the shore or seven 
miles beyond the three-mile international 
limit. Lerd Salisbury also suggested that in 
the meantime a commission of experts should 
be appointed and report what other measures, 
if any, were required for the preservation of 
the seals, and that a convention be held to 
consider their revort at 
of the temporary agreement. | 
believe that no official answer 
has beer made to this offer—at all events, no 
such answer appears in the public corre- 
spondence, althonrgh it may beinferred from 
a passage in one o! the letters of the Secretary 
of State that the offer has beén refused by tie 
United States, Noreason appeared for such 
reiusal and no discussion as to the adequacy 
of the proposal bas even taken place. In the 
correspondence the question has assumed a 
new phase when acizim was made on behalf 
of the United States for territorial 
jurisdiction over the whole or the 
greater partof the immense ocean known as 
Kehring Sea. To this ciaim, which to say 
the least appears an unusual one in interna- 

tional proceedings, Lord Salisbury replied by 
an offer to refer the whole subject to the arbi- 

tration ofa friendly power. No repiy bas 
been madeto the proposition, although the 
offer was made last August, it would have 
been impossible for a friendly nation to go 
further inthe endeavor to settie a difficult 
question. We have met the United States on 
the question of material interest and also on 
the lurger question of territorial jurisdietion. 
Icannot believe that public opinion in this 
country could éxpect or desire more.’’

"‘*AUNT NANCY,” 


Death of a Weman Who Wasa Suuff Taker 
for 100 Years.

Standing upon princi- 
ple, they refused to 
accept the sub- 
treasury agricultural 
scheme, and have 
met thelr fate like 
men.

There will probably be more new men in the 
Fifty-second Congress than in any Congress 
fora quarter ofacentury. Indeed, the sweep 
will be fully as great as that which followed 
the passage of the hansas-Nebraska bill. Not 
all of the men sent to the House by the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance will be farmers. Some of 
the candidates are sbrewd  *fpoliticians, 
who have taken advantage of the tide and 

md-and have headed their barques for the 

/gressional port. They may be good talk- 

“‘supon the stump, but they will find the 
House a bad placeto air their eloquence. It 
will require more than one séssion for them to 
familiarize themselves with its rules and prac- 
tice. Whenanew member is entangledina 
parliamentary web, his struggles become 
amusing. There is no sympatky for him. 
Many old memberstorture him. His mistakes 
make him wary, and he will hesitate a long 
time before again trusting himself to his 
wings. 

Heretofore 

THE SOUTHERN STATES, 
especially, have recognized the adyantage of 
keeping experienced men in the House of 
Representatives. They reach important 
places on important committees by reason of 
their term of service. The real work of the 
House is not done by the talkers, but in com- 
mittee by men of untiring industry and com- 
prehensive minds. When appropriation bills 
are under consideration they know why each 
item is inserted and what money is necessary 
for various projects. They may not talk more 


than two or three times in a session, buc when 
they do talk they know what they are talking 
about. Facts and figures are stored in their 
memories and they are able te answer the 
most difficuit questions. 

Take James il. Blount of Georgia. He has 
been a member of the Committee on Post- 
offices and lost-roads for years. He thore 
oughly uncerstands the servicein all its de- 
tails. It would take »v new member ten years 
at least to acquire Mr. Blount’s knowledge of 
postal afiairs. Mr. Herbert of Alabama has 
served many years upenthe Naval Commit- 
tee. Alabamacannot produce another man 
as thoroughly equipped in information as to 
naval affairs. He has everything at his fin- 
gers’ ends. Gen. Forney of Alabama is a 
Veteran upon the Committee on Appropria- 
tions. For mors than twelve years he acted 
as a lieutenant for Samuel J. Randall.

J. Randall, however, stood in the way and he 
failed to carry them. It looks as though they 
would meet the samme fate in this Congress. 
Judge James 8S. Cothrap is another member 
from South Carolina, who will retire next 
March. Like Dibbie, he was a Confedrate sol- 
dier. He bearsjhonorable scars. He has dec¥#ned 
a renomination, and would have resigned his 


' peat some months ago were it not that his ab- 
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gence would weaken the Democratic ranks. 
William Hayne Perry, a son of Gov. Perry, 
willaiso retire. This is his third term. He 
served during the whole war of the rebellion 
in the Confederate cavalry. George W. Dar- 
gan will also leave the House after eight years 
oft service. A real Democratic leader is Hon. 
John J. Hemphill, Chairman of the District 
of Columbia Committee in the Fiftieth Con- 
gress.

The Alliance ambuscaded him, 
but he is sureto reappear. The Alliance also 
took Judge John B. Stewartinto camp. The 
Judge had a rough and tumbie intellectual 
fight with Gen. Grosvenor of Ohioin the last 
Congress. It was hard to say which had the 
best of it. The Judge went over to the Repub- 
lican side of the House, and there was sharp 
cross-firing. Beeties of eloquence hurled 
over the heads of the cembatants, and the 
tarantulas of sectionalism ran overthe floor. 
The Judge will be sadly missed in the Fifty- 
second Coneresas. The last Georgia victim is 
Alien D. Candler. Heis now putting in his 
eighth year in the House. Heisa quiet and 
effective worker, anda ciose attendant on the 
sessions of the House.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 6.—Five genera- 
tions under one roof constitute a very singu- 
lar combination, and yet such is the condi- 
tion of affgirs at No. 509 Eighth street in 
this city, near the Marine Barracks. Mrs. 
Agnes Reboses, 104 years of age, is the eldest 
of the group, and during all these years she 
has been active and spry and was able todo 


without spectacles or glasses. About five | 
years ago she was pleased by an increassd 
power of vision which enables her to pursue 


uninterruptedly her favorite pastime 
of darning stockings for her grand- 
children. Port Mahon, on the Isie of 


Monaco, wastbebirthplace of Mrs. Rebosse, 
and she remained in Spain until about thirty- 
eight years ago, when she came to this 
country to join her daughter, who had been 
widowed by the explosion of a gun aboard the 
United States Steamship Princeton during the 
administration of President Tyler. While in 
Spain it was Birs. Rebosse’s good fortune to 
attend several reception given in honor of the 
great Napoleon and she frequently held con.- 
vVersations with Empress Josephine, both in 
her apartments und in the gardens of the 
Alhambra Palace. Reminiscences of these 
great people were a prevaient topic of con- 
versation witb her descendants every Sunday 
ufternoon until recentiy, she being now pros- 
trated by senile debility, although her mental 
faculties remain unimpaired. A ecrandson 
of Mrs. Kevosse was one of the jurors in the 
Guiteau case, hisname'‘being Thos. W. Fer- 
line, who died about eight years azo. One of 
the stories that Mrs. Rebosse never seemed to 
tire of telling, relates toa period of Spanish 
history, when troops were ordered to be 
quartered with ail families, and the burden 
was borne passively by all save ber people. 

They volunteered to pay tothe military hos- 
pital authorities a sum of money equivalent to 
what it would cost to furnish the troops with 
supplies, and this proposition was promptly 


accepted. Although ofa decidedly Spanish 
type, Mrs. Rebosse speaks French almost 
Hx well as she does her mother 


tonguc, and her piercing black eyes and 
ratber short stature made her a noteworthy 
personage wherever she had been in the 
habit of visiting. Notlong ago Mrs. Rebosse 
attended what has proved to be ber last com- 
munion at St. Peter’s Church inthiscity. A 
few Sundays ago the invalid persisted in com- 
ing down-stairs to be present ut the baptism 
of the youngest member of her family and 
whois now only 13 months old. All these 
years Mrs. Rebesse has moved about the 
worid unaided by any one, or acrutch or 
stick, and many persons are inclined to dis- 
credit the story that she was born nearly 
thirty years before the battle of Waterloo,

« Conference to Be Held Between the 
Association and the National and 
j Players’ Leagues—Ease Ball Maguates 
% Tired of the Fight—The Browns Win 
From Tolede—General Sporting News.

Leagues and probably 
of the American Asso- 
ciation to devise some 
vateans whereby a set-

fected, says the New 
York Sun. The question of an actual 
conference only leaked out  ~yester- 
Gay and there are various reasons 


to believe that such an event will take 
place. What part the American Association 
will take in the settiement, if there is any, is 
simply a matter of conjecture, but one thing 
is certain, Allen W. Thurman, Jr., a member 
ofthe Board of Arbitration, and one of the 
largest stockholders of the Columbus Club, 
has been inthe city for some time, and has 
had a conference with President Day of the 
New York (N. L.) Club, Vice-President Talcott 
of the New York (P. L.) Club, and other lum- 
inaries of base ball. 

Mr. Thurman admits that the season has 
been very disastrous for base ball, and he 
thinks that another yearofr the same kind 
would about killthe interest in the sport en- 
tirely. His object, he says, in coming to New 
York was chiefly to consult with the officials 
of the two rival clubs in the city to see if some 
plan could not be effected to stop the war. 
*“The continuance of this fight,’’ said he, 
**means ruin to those financially interested in 
the clubs. Wehave considerabie at stake in 
Columbus, and we don’t want to lose it.’’ 

Any person who is intimately acquainted 
with President Day and has had any com- 
munication with him regarding the existing 
struggle, knows how loyal he bas heen tothe 
National Le.gue, andeven now he is unwiil- 
ing to surrendera single point that would 
have a tendency to impairtbe record of that 
Organization. Still, with the utmost business 
Sagacity, he is willing to effect a settlement 
if one can be consistently arraged. President 
Day was in a very communicative mood 
yesterday when a Sun reporter met 
him at his place of business in 
Maiden Iisne. In answer to the ques- 


tion about a conference, Mr. Day said that 
there would probably be one, and that he was 
a favor of such an arrangement. When the 
conference would take place he conld not 
state. He thouzht that if a settiement was 
effected there would betwo governing bodies 
in base ball—the National League and Ameri- 
ean Association. Mr. Day said that he had 
had atalk with A.G. Thurman, Jr., regarding 
the matter, and that the latter wus very inuch 
in earnest about producing harmony. Mir. 
Duy said he did not care a snap about the Cin- 
cinnatideal. He wou!d not bave given $100 to 
have kept the club in the League. 
+ J. W. Spaiding said that while he didnot 
know anything definitely about a conference, 
he would be in favor of ons, but he would not 
like to see the National League concede any- 
thing that would reflect discredit upon the or- 
anization. Speaking of the Cincinnati deal, 

r. Spalding said it was indeed strange that 
here was the Piayers’ League paying $50,000 
foraclubto come izto its ranks, while the 
National League upon frequent occasions paid 
as much for the clubs to retire. 

Tim Keefe was under the impression that 
there might be a conference, but he could not 
see when a settiement could be perfected. 
**Some one will get the worst ofthe bargain,’’ 
Said he, ‘‘and 1 am sure that the Players’ 
) Leacue will not be that one. Still, I believe 
now, thatthere will be some kind ofa talk to 
i try and come to some terms. Ifanvbody can 
show me what kind ofan arrangementcan oe 
made, why then I will say there is a show for 
a settiement of the dispute.”’ 

A telegram from Columbus to the New York 
WORLD says: 

; ‘*Allien W. Thurman, attorney for the Co- 

lumbus Association Ciub, is in the East on 
‘4 business connected with next year’s work. 

An official of the ciub who has heard from 
him, stated to-night: ‘It is certain now that 
there will be but two baseball associations 

7 next year—the National Leaguo and the Amer- 

ican Association. The Uincinnati deal settles 
it. I know resident Phelps holds a wiitten 
proposition from the Wagner brothers, which 
is being considered by the different ciubs 
interested. 

‘“‘Thurman has been in congultation with 
Talcott and Waguer in New York since Mon- 
day. The report from New York onthe com- 
pletion of the Cincinnati deal by which it is 
transferred to the Brotherhood convinces me 
that the proposition has been accepted. The 
Cincinnati Club will be put back inthe Asso- 
ciation. Thedeal has been brought about by 
the financial losses of this year. 

4 **The League is to have the same clubs as it 
4 has now, except Cincinnati, which will be re- 
placed by Indianapolis. The Association will 
consist of Boston, New York, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Louisville, Colum- 
busand St. Louis.

UNDER THE DOME 


OPENING OF THE OCTOBER TERM IN THE 
ST. LOUIS CIRCUIT COURTS. 


Adjournments Over the Fair Week—Judge 
Withrow Passes Upon a Peculiar Case— 
An Assignee Refused Discharge Fifteen 
Years After Appointment—A Partner- 
ship Difficulty—Notes Frem Law Mills, 


To-day the Octopver term in the &8t. Louis 
Circuit Court opened. There were sessions 
in all the divisions, after which the judges 
adjourned until next week in accordance with 
the usual custom. There is no court held 
during Fair week, as attorneys, clients and 
persons who might be called as jurors or wit- 
nesses are occupied with other matters. In 
all divisions also orders were entered extend- 
ing the time to plead in all cases to and in- 
cluding Wednesday of next week. 

Judge Fisher was not present in his division 
this morning. The Judge spent his vacation 
in Europe and sailed for New York Oct. 1. He 
will be in 8st. Louis Friday or Saturday. 


After Many Years. 


In the matter of the assignment of the En- 
glish Pickle Co., Judge Withrow to-day re- 
fused to discharge the assignee, refused to al- 
low his accounts and referred the matter to a 


commissioner to take testimony. The Judge 
said: 

*‘On June 8, 1875, the Englisb Pickle Co, 
made a voluntary assignmentior the benefit 
ofits creditors. The assignee accepted his 
trust, qualified and entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties. The Inventory shows 
that he received 261 accounts aegregat- 
ing $7,914.78 and a stock of goodée 
of the appraised value of $4,601.97, making the 
total assets $12,516.75. 

‘*Within about six months thereafter he re- 
alized therefrom the sum of $6,696.46. Credi- 
tors’ claims aggregating $15,087.40 were al- 
lowed by the assignee, on which he paid a 
dividend of $3,771.92 in November, 1875. 

‘*The record shows that no further action 
was taken by the assignee until Oct. 27, 1886 
(nearly eleven years), when he filed his final 


report an application to the court 
for nH discharge from the trust. 
The report was referred by the 


court to acommissioner who, after a careful 
examination, recommended thatthe applica- 
tion be refused. The law requires the assignee 
to give notice in some newspaper for four suc- 

cessive weeks of the time and piace of adjust- 
ing and allowing demands against the estate. 
He is engy bac aay to notify allknown ocred- 
itors and yet there is nothing 
in ws. Yanal report to show that either 
of these notices were ever given except a 
receipt from the proprietors of a newspaper 
for ‘assignee’ s notice of Pickle Co., three 
months, $27,’ and the fact that claims agere- 
gating over $15,000 were allowed. The usual 
charge made by a newspaper for the publica- 
ng Ne of such a notice as the law requires is 
$4. 50.’

The Judge continued: ‘‘The law provides 
that the assignee shall exhibit to the court at 
every term a statement of the accounts of the 
trust, with proper vouchers, until the 
assigned estate is fully settled, and yet the 
record shows that in an administration upon 
this eatate, covering a period of over fifteen 
years, not a single term report was ever 


filed.’’

A SAD CASE, 


The Trials and Tribulations of a Veteran 
and His Wife. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—In the Jefferson Market 
Prison there is at present a pale, nervous 
woman on whose face misfortune and misery 
have left a strong impress, awaiting trialona 
charge of stealing $20. She is Mrs. Amos Good- 
rich, and her husband occupies a cell in th” 
same prison on a similar charge in connection 
with this same paltry sum. Mrs. Goodrich is 


the daughter of a distinguished Confederate 
officer, Gen. Smith Payne Bankhead. She 
was born in Memphis, where her father 

proprietor and editor of the 
W hig, and during the years pre- 
ceding the war the City Attorney. In 1867 
she married Uapt. and Brevet Maj, Arthur D. 
Allyn, United States Army, andon his death 
a few years later she was married to her pres- 
ent husband. Heisanative of the neighbor- 
hood of Boston and a veteran who saw good 
service during the war and afterward served 
his country inthe navy. In receat years mis- 
fortunes crowded on Goodrich and his wife, 
but they fought bravely the battle of life, she, 
although in poor health, working as a seam- 
atress when she was given work to do, while 
he attended horses or did whatever labor 
came in his way. In September Henry Walsh, 
a retired liquor dealer, engaged them to take 
charge of his farm at White Springs. He de- 
sired, however, persons who couid furnish a 
couple of rooms and board farm hands. The 
Goodriches were penniless, and they told him 
so. Eventually be gave them $20 with which 
to procure furnitare and other necessary 
things. After tramping around all day in a 
downpour of rain they discovered that $20 
were almost valueless as a fund for furnishing 
purposes, and hungry and drenched they 
sought a cheap restaurant. When about to 
leave the restaurant, to her horror, Mrs. 
Goodrich discovered her pocket had been 
ripped open and the money was gone. In a dis- 
tracted state she sought Mr. Walsh and told 
the story of this fresh misfortune. She begged 
him nottoturn them adrift and she would 
pay the meney back by instaiments of $l0a 
month, but he refused, and a few days later 
she was arrested on his complaint. Whena 
reportey saw Dbirs. Goodrich yesterday she 
was in a state of prostration and wept bitterly 
for the disgrace thatcame upon her. Sheisa 
woman of refinement and culture, and nobody 
who has met her, not even her keepers, be- 
lieved her to be guilty of the crime with 
which she is charged. She is without a penny 
for the defense of herseif or her husband or 
to enable her to communicate with her 
friends.

ERS AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Dr, Charlies F. Thwing’s Liberal Invitation 
te the Board and Its Friends—Pre- 
gramme ef Exercises for the Meeting, 
Beginning Weduesday Next—Financial 
Shewing of the Beard—Other Interesting 
Matters. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 6.—When the 
American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missiors was in session inthe Broadway 
Tabernacie in New York a year ago, the Com- 
mittee on Place and Preacher recommended 
this city as the place and the Rey. Dr. Arthur 

‘Little of Boston asthe preacher. The Board 
adopted the report and Plymouth church was 
selected for the place of meeting. Dr. Charles 
¥. Thwing, its popular pastor, is an Eastern 
man by birth and education, but pos- 
Sessed the generous spirit of the 
West and was confident of the backing 
supporting him when he extended 
to the board and its friends tho hospitality of 
the city. The board bill last year would have 
giaddened the heart of many a Western hotel 
proprietor, but Dr. Thwing announced that 
all corporate members of the board, honorary 
members, Visiting missionaries, theological 
students ‘‘and whoever else chooses to 
come’’ would be entertained free of charge. 
This statement caused nearly as much ap- 
plause as the compromise resolution sug- 
gested later by President Storrain his suc- 
cessful effortto unravelthe intricacies ofa 
heated debate. Not satisfied with offering to 
board all creation free,Dr, Thwing and the able 
committee of which he is chairman have made 
every effort possible to have the meeting one 
of the largest ever held. The board met here 
in 1878, and Minneapolis wasthbe first place 
honored by the annual gathering of this noble 
organization uporm a spot where its own mis- 
sionaries had formerly worked. The WNorth- 
western Congregationalist, a bright and newsy 
weekly, edited by the Rev. H. W. Gleason, 
the secretary of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, has publisheda supplement preiimi- 
mary to the meeting, giving sketches of the 
Various churches of the city, a programme of 
the meeting, amap of the city and yiews of 
seme of the prominent buildings and resi- 
dences. Later it will issue another suppie- 
ment giving afullreportof the meeting. In 


speaking of the changes which the visitors of 
seventeen years ago will find, it says: 
**In 1873 Minneapolis was a comparatively 
ignificant town; close to the frontier, with 
population of scant 15,000. Since then it has

The programme for the meeting is extensive 
‘and varied, including the business sessions 
beginning Wednesday afternoon and conclud- 
ing Saturday. Every evening during the 
meeting of the board, there will be devotional 
exercises and open mestings. On Sunday 
morning the visiting ministers will preach in 
the various city churches. To-morrow after- 
noon there will be a meeting of allthe State 
Superintendents of Sunday-school work. 

THE FINANCIAL RECORD. 

The income of the poarda’s first year was the 
modest sum of $999.52. Since that time there 
has come into the treasury of the board more 
than $24,000,000; of that amount about $750,000 
will be reported asthe receiptsfor the year 
just closed. This unprecedented amount is 
wade up by gifts of more than £20,000 and of 
$45,000 in legacies over those reported a year 
ago. At the weeting last fail it was an- 
nounced with pardonable pride that fitty-two 
missionaries and associate missionaries had 
been sent to the foreign field auring the 
previous twelve months, but this year the 
number is fifty-four, while sixty-four in all 
have been commissioneg for work abroad. 
Ofthis number twenty-two are wen repre- 
senting every Congregational theological 
seminary in this country except Bangor, in 
Maine, and Oakland, in California. One who 
has seen them ail says: ‘*They have been 
men and women of unusual qualifications for 
the service, physical, intellectual, spiritual.’’ 

With such a record of money received and 
laborers sent to the field and with reports 
from the many mission ficlds showing a year 
of quite the usual prosperity, with large aadi- 
tions to the churches, a great increase in the 
number of pupils in tbe mission schools and 
opportunities well aigh boundiess opening 
before the board on all sides, it is next to 
impossible to believe that there is a prospect 
ofa lively, not to say exciting, meeting in 
this city this week. LButtwo committees are 
to report on the administration of the board 
and its relation to the churches, ys 
having spent a yesr in investigating the 
methods of administration pursued at the mis- 
siomary rooms in Boston, and the other trying 
to find out if the churches throughout the 
country desire a closer relation to the board. 
The first named is known as the Committee of 
Nine and the second as the Committee of Fif- 
teen. Dr. G. L. Walker of Hartford, Conn., 
ie Chairman of the Committee of Nine, which 
Was appointed a year ago and bas prepared a 
upanimous report. Dr. A. J. F. Behrends of 
Brookiyn is at the head of the larger commit- 
tee, which has not formulared its report yet, 
but will do so next week at Minneapolis. 

Commenting on the possibility of having old 
fesucs revived, the Northwestern of this city 
gays editorially: 

**Minbeapolis has a genuine Western wel- 
come for the board and its friends, and will

WEATHER-CROP BREPORT, 


Heavy Rains Do Some Damage—Corres- 
pondents’ : Remarks. 


The weather-crop bulletin of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture, Columbia, Mo., 
co-operating with the United States Signal 
Service, forthe week ending Oct. 8, 1890, is 


com posed of forty-four reports. The rainfall 
has been about the normal in the southern 
part of the State, and below the normal in the 
northern sections. The temperature has been 
slightly below the normalin the central and 
southern sections and normal elsewhere. The 
sunshine has been below the normal 
in all sections. Wheat seeding is 
about finished in the northern 
half of the State, but in the 
southern half the continued and heavy rains 
bave greatly retardea the work. Young wheat 
is looking wellin all sections. Corn is being 
damaged in the southern sections by rain, 
and in some places is moulding in the shock. 
In parts of the northwest sections a drouth 
is beginning to be felt. Inthe northeast sec- 
tions, althoughfjlight rains have put the ground 
in good condition, stock water is still scarce 
in places. 

Tne correspondents’ remarks are as follows; 

Bates—W heat about all sown and is growing 
finely. Late rains have i!njured corn very 
much. About fifty car loads of appies will be 
shipped from Rockville. 

Boone—W beat is about all sown and is com- 
ing up and growing nicely. The ground is in 
good cond ition. 

Cass—W heat and pastures fine. Corn matur- 
ing nicely. 

Chariton—Wheat and pastures doing well. 
Corn good and safe from frost. 

Christian—Seeding delayed by rains. Wheaf 
fields as green as meadows. 

OCrawford—Too wet for seeding and for 
ripening corn. 

eKalb—Too dry. 
scarce. Corn maturing nicely. 
well. 

Gasconade—Favorable for seeding. 
acreage sown. 

Hickory—Corn damaging some in shock and 
late corn not ripening. Seeding delayed by 
rains. 

Jasper—Still too wet to piow. 

Mercer—Very dry. Stock water getting 
scarce. 

Miller—Ground in fine condition for seeding. 
Corn 100 per cent and all right. 

Moniteau— Wheat all sown and has come up 
upusually well. Pasfures splendid. Dry 
weather needed to mature corn. 

Randoliph—W heat all sown and iscoming up 
finely. Groundin good condition. Pastures 
short. 

Texas—Corn crop 60 per cent. Late corn and 
potatoes not matured yet. 

Vernon—Still too wet for seeding. 

Wright—Pastures good. Seeding delayed 
by rains. 

Buchanan—Cloudy weather, but very little 
rain. 

Jefferson—Wheat, grass and late potatoes 
doing well. Corn needs more sunshine and 
dry weather. 

Washington—Halfthe wheat sown. Rains 
have stopped farm work. Insects are num- 
erous. 

Dent—Wheat seceding greatiy hindered by 
rains. 

Gentry—Rain needed, but nothing suffer- 


ing. 
Holt--Fifty hag cent of the apple crop has 
been gathered. 

Jackson—Very little rain. 

Howard—Apples fine; also fair crop of 
peaches. Mellons and cantalopes very fine 
and abundant. Oorn maturing well—60 to 75 
per cent.
